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City Wins Sustainability Award 
With Record-setting Total Points 





Greenbelt lived up to its name 
on Friday, October 9 when the 
city’s sustainability efforts were 
recognized as best in the state by 
the Sustainable Maryland certifi- 
cation program. 

“It’s in the name, so we have 
to make sure we’re in the game,” 
Mayor Colin Byrd said. 

The initiative, which was cre- 
ated in 2011 as a collaboration 
between the Environmental Fi1- 
nance Center and the Maryland 
Municipal League, works to help 
Maryland’s 157 municipalities 
develop sustainability programs 
through trainings and financial 
incentives. Municipalities can 
then earn points toward a sus- 
tainability certification. In the 
past nine years, 40 municipalities 
have earned sustainability certi-

fications, and 79 have registered 
for the program. 

Of the 11 newly certified 
and recertified sustainable cities, 
Greenbelt set a record for most 
points gained since the start of 
the program with a total of 795. 
Points are broken up across eight 
different categories ranging from 
community action to natural re- 
sources. 

The application took three 
months to prepare and involved 
extensive documentation for 
each specific sustainability ac- 
tion, said Greenbelt Sustainability 
Coordinator Dr. Luisa Robles. 
Both John Lippert, chair of the 
Greenbelt Advisory Committee 
on Environmental Sustainabil- 
ity, or GreenACES, and Kevin 
Carpenter-Driscoll, the city en- 


vironmental coordinator, helped 
Robles with the application. 

As Sustainable Maryland has 
grown, there has been an in- 
creased interest in requiring poli- 
cy changes to match sustainabil- 
ity efforts, a change that Byrd, 
who is city council liaison to 
GreenACES, feels strongly about 
on both the city and county level. 

“IT support the policies and 
practices that I think would make 
the city more sustainable,” he 
said, noting he was to speak at a 
Prince George’s County Council 
meeting about the benefits of the 
reduction of pesticide use. 

“We're institutionalizing these 
sustainable practices,” Robles 
said. “If it’s codified in policy,

GHI Selected for Pilot Study 
Of Statewide Flooding Impacts

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
has been chosen as the pilot 
study community for a study of 
flooding impacts in Maryland 
administered by the University 
of Maryland, according to GHI’s 
Stormwater Management Task 
Force (SWMTF). GHI member 
Beth Olsen, Ph.D., is the lead 
scientist for the study. Olsen 
is a visiting assistant research 
scientist with the Earth System 
Science Interdisciplinary Center 
at the University of Maryland. 
Knowing the need in GHI for as- 
sistance with addressing flooding 


issues and with the approval of 
the GHI board of directors, Olsen 
applied for a grant for the study 
on behalf of GHI. 

The University of Maryland 
recently received the grant from 
the Maryland Department of Nat- 
ural Resources to assess non-tidal 
flooding impacts in Maryland. 
Non-tidal flooding refers to flood- 
ing that is not related to tides 
along the coast. Such flooding 
can occur in streams as well as 
in roads and yards due to heavy 
rains.

Those closest to 
Greenbelt are DuVal High School, the Pavilion at the University 
of Maryland and the Wayne K. Curry Sports and Learning Center. 

On Election Day, 30 more vote centers will be open, from 
7 a.m. to 8 p.m., in addition to the early voting centers. The 
only voting center in Greenbelt on Election Day will be Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School. For the complete list of voting centers, 
visit princegeorgescountymd.gov/559/Board-of-Elections. 

Please note that the Greenbelt Community Center is not a 
ballot drop-box or voting location for the 2020 General Elec- 
tion. Greenbelt residents will also not be able to vote at any of 
the usual Greenbelt voting centers except for Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. 

The Greenbelt Connection bus will be available to transport 
people to vote at Eleanor Roosevelt High School on election day 
and for early voting at DuVal High School. Residents are asked to 
call 301-474-2100 to make an appointment 48 hours in advance if 
possible. The Greenbelt Connection will also try to make accom- 
modations for those calling less than 48 hours in advance.

Registered voters can do in-person 
early voting or vote on election day 
at the voting center of their choice, 
anywhere in the county. Same-day 
registration is possible for all in-person 
voting, both early as well as on elec- 
tion day. Anyone wishing to do so 
must be a U.S. citizen, be a resident 
of Maryland, be 18 years old by No- 
vember 3, 2020, and bring proof of 
residency, such as a Maryland driver’s 
license or rent receipt.

The goal of the study is to 
provide information needed by 
small communities to better un- 
derstand their flooding issues and 
the resources available to assist 
them in developing a plan for ad- 
dressing their problem. The study, 
a collaboration between GHI and 
the University researchers, aims 
to produce a document called 
Development of a Community 
Guide to Assessing Non-Tidal 
Flood Impacts in Maryland. The 
Community Guide will provide 
specific tools and resources for 
local government officials, plan- 
ners and engineers to use in 
addressing their flooding issues. 
The intended audience for the 
Community Guide is small in- 
corporated cities, towns, villages 
and homeowner associations. 
However, the Guide will also be 
useful for state, county and Balti- 
more City planners in developing 
their own plans. 

The GHI SWMTF addresses 
stormwater runoff within GHI, 
recommends policy changes and 
improvements to minimize flood- 
ing in GHI, and promotes best 
practices for reducing stormwater 
runoff and soil erosion. Results 
of the GHI pilot study will help 
the SWMTF fulfill its mission

and increase its ability to obtain 
funding for future stormwater- 
related projects.

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News Review Annual Meeting 
Celebrates Roses, Manages Thorns 


The Greenbelt News Review 
held its Annual Meeting on Sun- 
day, October 18. About 40 mem- 
bers attended via Zoom, most 
online and visible and a few on 
the phone. Alas, the occasion 
lacked the usual camaraderie and 
shared meal of yore, but nonethe- 
less maintained the spirit that has 
brought the newspaper so long 
and so far. 

A major announcement was 
that the newspaper’s editor since 
2017 is moving on. Gary Childs 
has enrolled in a master’s pro- 
gram of study and, perhaps in- 
spired to write by his time at the 
newspaper, plans to spend more 
time on his own writing. During 
his tenure he has increased the 
thematic content of the paper, 
focusing on formerly less-covered 
areas of town, business, sports 
and incorporating a more arts 
and lifestyle approach to the back 
page. He’s placed an emphasis 
on visual media — increasing the 
proportion of photographs on the 
front and back pages particularly 
— but also exploiting the newspa- 
per’s shift to all-color throughout 
each issue. He also created op- 
portunities for more people to 
write for the paper and built or

strengthened bridges between the 
paper and a wide array of organi- 
zations, non-profit, special inter- 
est, city government, and others, 
in Greenbelt.

Team Structure 

To cope with the interim pe- 
riod and assist Williamson, the 
newspaper is implementing a 
new team strategy that orga- 
nizes members by their role in 
the newspaper to both simplify 
communication and provide sup- 
port as a team. The shift to this 
collaborative effort — more a 
communications function than an 
increase in management structure 
— will take place between now 
and Childs’ departure. It’s ac- 
companied by a strong and nearly 
complete push, spearheaded by 
Membership Coordinator Peggy 
Higgins, to get member records 
into apple pie order. 

With more members now than 
at any time in its history, creat-

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Citizens for Public Safety 
Rally at Municipal Building

The Greenbelt Citizens for 
Public Safety (GCPS) sponsored 
a rally on Saturday, October 10. 
Over 50 Greenbelt citizens ral- 
lied in front of the Municipal 
Building to show support for 
Greenbelt’s first responders and 
to advocate for improved public 
safety. 

The weather cooperated in 
providing slightly overcast skies 
and just-right temperatures for the 
day (just prior to the arrival of 
the remnants of Hurricane Delta). 
At the rally, a school teacher with 
Prince George’s County Public 
Schools shared her opinion that 
the school system has a short- 
age of school-based nurses and 
counsellors and she wished her 
school had a school resource of- 
ficer (SRO). 

A large number of signs 
thanking the Greenbelt police and 
the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire De- 
partment and emergency medical 
personnel for their public service 
throughout Greenbelt were visible 
at the event. 

Informal Group Grows 

The group began meeting in- 
formally over the summer and 
focused initially on getting its 
message out over several local 
social media sites including an 
online petition available through 
change.org. The Maintain and Im- 
prove Greenbelt Public Safety pe- 
tition calls for the Greenbelt City 
Council to reject any defunding 
of the city’s police budget that 
would negatively impact police 
response times, public safety and 
the investigation and resolution 
of crimes within the city. The 
petition also calls for council to 
reject any attempt to divert or 


first responders.

move police budget funds to oth- 
er social programs and untested 
proposed alternative programs. 
It supports maintaining the SRO 
program, maintaining appropriate 
legal protections for police of- 
ficers and establishing additional 
emergency call boxes in city 
areas that experience repetitive 
crimes. Signatures are still be- 
ing collected. Those wishing to 
add their signature may do so 
at: chng.it/Bw4KjdfpQ4. These 
rallies began in September in 
response to discussions around 
the nation of law enforcement 
practices and calls for defunding 
police departments. 
Local Concerns 

Many participants at this rally 
expressed concern over the rec- 
ommendations set forth by the 
Prince George’s County Peace 
& Justice Coalition and Green- 
belt Racial Equity Alliance (see 
letter in August 13 issue of the 
News Review). GCPS members 
expressed their opinion that these 
recommendations are unneces- 
sary, presumptuous, and are at- 
tempts to mirror efforts in some 
of our nation’s cities to remake 
and weaken law enforcement to 
the detriment of its citizens and 
public safety. GCPS believes 
Greenbelt’s police are diverse, 
professional, well qualified and 
well trained. 

GCPS expects, assuming 
Greenbelt grows over the com- 
ing months and years, that first 
responders and other city services 
will likely be stretched further 
than they are now and that more 
funding and first responder staff 
may be necessary.

allow a wider variety of roles 
and responsibilities. It also sim- 
plifies the onboarding of new 
members through a framework 
that provides a way to integrate 
new people. 

Fiscal News 

The mildly encouraging news 
was that the newspaper, which 
saw a 50 percent drop in adver- 
tising revenues early in the public 
health emergency, did not lose 
as much money as anticipated 
and is seeing a slow but fairly 
steady rebound in advertising 
sales. Although every newspaper 
except two (including this one) 
since March have been published 
at a loss, the amount of adver- 
tising has been growing slowly 
but fairly steadily. Advertising 
provides the income that permits 
the newspaper to publish. During 
this time, payments to staff have 
continued, whether to employees 
receiving a wage or to members 
receiving a small dividend. 

At the meeting, Vice President 
Diane Oberg, speaking for the 
Business Team, noted that the pa- 
per’s reserves are healthy enough 
to sustain the current rate of loss 
for some time.

¢ Wind and Solar Energy — The City of Greenbelt currently 
offsets 100 percent of its energy usage by purchasing wind-based 
renewable energy credits. In addition, numerous solar energy proj-

then if someone leaves, those ac- 
tions still happen.” 

The team reiterated ongoing 
sustainability projects throughout 
the application and highlighted 
goals the city has met since the 
past awards cycle, like the imple- 
mentation of a sustainable land 
care policy, efforts to preserve 
Greenbelt’s tree canopy and the 
calculation of the community 
carbon footprint. 

Over the next three years, 
further sustainable efforts include 
the establishment of a solar farm 
to offset Greenbelt’s electricity 
consumption, a buy-local cam- 
paign and a food scraps drop-off 
program to increase citywide 
composting. Additionally, the city 
will apply for a Bee City USA 
certification, continue to promote 
residential energy savings and 
conduct a Community Barriers 
and Benefits Assessment to help 
better understand how Greenbelt 
residents interact with the city’s 
sustainability efforts. 

“The number one thing people 
can do is to be informed on what 
the best practices are,” Robles 
said. 

She encouraged Greenbelt

Play Examines Intersections 
Of Race, Gender, Class, Power

The Greenbelt Arts Center 
will hold a Zoom performance of 
Charlene A. Donaghy’s new play, 
The Quadroon and the Dove, on 
Saturday and Sunday, October 24 
and 25, starting at 6 p.m. each 
night. Each live performance will 
be followed by an opportunity to 
discuss the play with the play- 
wright. 

An important and timely work 
about the intersections of race, 
gender, class and power, the play 
tells the story of Clarice, a free 
woman of color in New Orleans, 
and the negotiations she must 
make to live a life of her choos- 
ing while protecting her young 
niece in a world hostile to them. 

Director Rikki Howie Lace- 
well explains, “The reason for 
this play is to really have that 
discussion about race and clas- 
sism (which have) been around 
for centuries...to do a show that 
illuminates that struggle; we can 
hopefully discuss the joy that 
comes from it.” Lacewell adds, 
“Sometimes people cannot see or 
discuss joy unless they are shown 
misery.” 

The story follows Clarice as 
she prepares for the Quadroon 
Ball, where young women of col- 


or are presented to white men as 
potential matches. The resulting 
relationships, known as placage, 
acts as a sort of common-law 
marriage arrangement. Whether 
or not Quadroon Balls actually 
took place is a matter of histori- 
cal debate, but the play uses the 
Quadroon Ball as the way to 
examine the power imbalances of 
race, gender and class. The play 
allows viewers to consider our 
collective histories and how our 
contemporary structures support 
— or challenge — inequity. 

During COVID-19, the Green- 
belt Arts Center is bringing Zoom 
readings of important works to 
the residents of Greenbelt. Visit 
ereenbeltartscenter.org to reserve 
free tickets to The Quadroon 
and the Dove, and to get more 
information about this meaningful 
play and other upcoming perfor- 
mances.

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Virtual Utopia Festival Offers 
Relevant, Quality Films, Q & As

The annual Utopia Film Fes- 
tival is presenting this year’s 
offerings via free, virtual Zoom 
showings. Up to 100 persons 
can watch from the comfort of 
their homes and participate in an 
active Q & A session with the 
respective directors. On Mon- 
day, October 19, Director Gabriel 
London’s Definition of Insanity 
(2020) presented a progressive 
justice reform program, the Jail 
Diversion Project (JDP), in M1- 
ami, Fla. 

The film deals with the over- 
whelming number of individuals 
with serious mental illness who 
cycle in and out of the criminal 
justice system, many released 
with few social supports and 


without developing the skills and 
structure to maintain themselves 
without the regimentation of jail. 
As a result, high percentages re- 
lapse into criminality or drug or 
alcohol dependency only to find 
themselves back behind bars. 

JDP provides multi-system, 
coordinated care as part of a 
treatment program that, according 
to London, has been shown to 
reduce recidivism, save taxpayer 
dollars and may be able to serve 
as a national model. 

The Utopia Film Festival con- 
tinues on Saturday, October 24 
and Monday, October 26, both 
at 7 p.m.

Connecting Across Greenbelt 
came together this fall to orga- 
nize events and conversations 
that make real the idea of “one 
Greenbelt.” There are physical 
barriers of highways, schools and 
big shopping centers that divide 
residents. And individual and col- 
lective histories here can further 
divide people. 

In talking with residents in 
community conversations, fre- 
quent refrains are, “Oh, I didn’t 
know that was part of Greenbelt,” 
or “Where is that?” or “I live in 
Greenbelt East or West or Central 
and don’t have any reason to go 
to other parts of Greenbelt.” 

There are hundreds of reasons 
to get to know all of Greenbelt. 
For the curious, there are historic 
cemeteries hidden in Greenbelt. 
But it’s difficult to find the Ham- 
ilton or Turner cemetery without 
help. Or some may be looking 
for new not-so-used walking
